(IPS VALUE TO EGYPT. 


“To tHE Eprror OF THE “EoyPrran Gazerre.” 


Dear Sir,~-Since giving my lecture at the 
last meeting of the Khedivial Geographical 
society Ihave gone more ‘thoroughly into 
the question of the levels of the White 
Nile and have found that the White Nile 
is of more value to Egypt than the Rand 
gold deposits are to the Transvaal. If we 
take the highest flood level at ‘Khartoum 
at 0 metres, we have :—at Renk, 500 kilo- 
metres above Khartoum, still 0 metres, at the 
Saubat mouth 840 kilometres above Khartouth’ 
still 3.50.metres, at Lake No—mouth, 970 kilo- 
metres above Khartoum, still 4.75 metres. In 
other words we have for half the distance a 
level lake and for the other half a slope of 

1/100,000, or for the whole distance. a slope 
of 1/200,000. 

These figures are of extraordinary interest 
to Egypt. |They mean that reservoir barrages 
_. could be built at Khartoum, at any place 
between Khartoum and the Saubat mouth like 
the Abu Zeid bar, and at the Saubat month. 
Such barrages , would form reservoirs capable 
‘of storing over 7-milliards of .cubic metres of 
water and settling for ever the summer supply 
question for Egypt and the Sudan. These 
barrages morever could be built ih three yéars 
at a cost under £3,000,000. 

The Government to-day has it in its power 
to put an end to the depression which is 
weighing on. Egy pt, and to put life into every 
land enterprise in» Egypt and. the Sudan. | 
began my 1894 Teport with the words: “Of all 
the methods which Egypt has ever employed 
forthe increase of her material:wealth, there 
is only one which has never « failed her. 
Whenever the country has turned to the Nile 
it has not been disappointed.” 1 repeat them 
to-day. | 

It will be possible to so control the waters 
of the White Nile that the summer supplies, 
of the Nile will be greater than the winter 
supplies and the Nile willbecome likethe Tigris 
and the Euphrates, those typical rivers of peren- 
nial irrigation whose summer supplies are in 
excess of their winter supplies, atid where 
perennial irrigation had its birth and flourished 
for thonsands of years and will again.

DENISHWAL: 


To THE Eprror oF THE “EQYPTIAN GAZETTE.” 

Sir, 

Not a few of your readers were ‘struck with 
amazement at the favorable comments in your 
columna upon the approaching release of the 
Denishwai convicts. Though conspicuously fair 
to those who differ from you, the policy of the 
“Egyptian Gazette” has been hitherto uniform- 
ly Imperialist. To-endorse the decision ofa 
Liberal Government, which in this instance was 
actuated solely by interested motives, reads 

, uncomménly like a dereliction of principle. . 

Political memories are proverbially short ; 
but most: of us, here in Egypt at all events, 
have preserved a recollection that the prosecu- 
tion of the Denishwai villagers arose out ot an 
attack upon British officers in which some were | 
badly injured, and one. of them lost his life. 
Sir Edward Gréy assured the -House of Com- 
mons that the.tribunal before which the. trial 
took place was composed ofthe ablest judges 
in thé land, and Lord Cromer expressed his 
opinion that~the* sentences “were just and 
necessary.” For what reason, then, are the 
convicts to be liberated ? The Liberal Govern- 
ment, puta it on the-ground of clemency. But 
clemencyis a luxury which from past experience 
has cost our country dear. It was an act of 
clemency indulged in by Mr. Gladstone after 
the reverse of our arms at Majuba Hil! which 
necessitated the second Boer War with all its 
attendant suffering, privation and carnage and 
the expenditure by the British Exchequer of 
two hundred aud fifty million pounds. 

Absit omen! 

Do not let us deceive ourselves with any 
such clap-trap sentiment. No one who has 
intelligently followed current events is likely 
to. be misled by it.. For all the tall taik there is 
mo clemency in this case—not, the semblance 
of it The convicts owe their freeduin to one 
fact and to one fact alone - fear. Fear, not of 
anything that might happen in Exypt—there 
is happily no canse for anxiety at the present 
time —but fear of an adverse vote which might 


hurl the Governinent from power. His Majesty’s | 


present advisers, with. the: largest majority 
ever obtained in our-time, cannot rely upon 
their own supporters. It is not considerations of 
mercy which weigh with them. The dictates 
of humanity have played no part in their 
‘deliberations, The truth is that they.have not 
the courage of their professed convictions. 
Their wire-pullers have told them that the 
continued ‘incarceration of the Denishwai 
convicts renders their position perilously 
insecire. That. is enough for them. At the 
bidding of party exigencies they fling consist- 
ency to the winds. Their’s is an ignomainious 
capitulation: to expediency. That is the long 
and the short of it.

We fail to see how “ Imperialist ” can ac- 
cuse us of inconsistency. In’ announcing the 
decision to release the prisoners we stated that 
it was an.ect of political clemency of a similar 
character-to what ie known as the “ King’s 
Pardon. «The decision was obviously arrived 
at for political reasons and not onits merits, for 


\if the latter was: the*‘catse it implies the 


stultification ofthe Tribunal, which passed 
judgment on the men and’ also on Lord Cromer 
for supporting the judgment. “The Spectator,” 
however, remarks :— 

If the decision come to was réached on its 
merits, and not in any degree owing to politio- 
al pressure, we may express our satisfaction 


that the authorities, British and Egyptian, T 


have seen their way to exercise that right of 
clemency which éhould exist in every executive 
Government for’ tempering in exceptional 
circumstances the course of justice. At the 
same time, we cannot pretend ‘to think that 
the crime for which the prisoners were sentenc- 
ed was anything but participation in a murder 
ofa peculiarly brutal kind. Wedo not forget 
that the assailants of the British officers 
dragged them out ofthe carriages in which 


they had taken refuge, beat them when they’ 


lay on the ground and, further, robbed their 
bodies. None of these acts are consistent with 
the theory that the officers. were killed or in- 
jured in the course of the natural and legiti- 
mate effort of the peasants to prevent their 
pigeons being shot by trespassers On the vil- 
-lage lands. The officers were no doubt in the 
wrong, though they were not aware’of the fact, 
in interfering with the property of the natives. 
We cannot, however, hold that so mild a 
violation of the rights of «property gives 
either black men or white men the right 
to kill without being. held responsible. for 
their acts. We should say exactly the same if 
in sithilar circumstances an Englisman beat a 
native to death who entered his. garden, 
trampled'down his flower-beds, and: destroyed 
his vegetables. 


COMPANY PROCEDURE IN. EGYPT: 


To tHe Epiror or THE “Eayprian -GaZettTe.” 

Sir,~—A few days since you published a 
letter from a correspondent;Mr Gooding, under 
the above heading, asking to be informed if 
such: an article as that which he quotes, is 
imposed as. a usual ‘and customary condition 
under which shareholders are invited to sus- 
cribe capital for joint stock’ companies. I am 
surprised that Mr. Gooding should ask this 
question,-or that it should be thought  neces- 
sary to refer to London for a reply. If Mr. 
Gooding will only read the Companies Act, 
1862, section 67. he will: find the following 
words, which are a complete ariswer to his 
question :— 

“All acts done by such directors &c. shall bg 


deemed to be valid, notwithstanding- any |: 


defect that may afterwards be discovered in 
their appointments or qualifications.” 
This is the law on the question‘raised by Mr. 


Gooding, whether it forms part of the Articles} 


of Association of any Limited Liability Com- 
pany or not, and the article of which Mr. 
Gooding complains so much, is only a rough 


‘translation ofthe law, and means*neither more 


or less, and if did, it would be valid. 

In common with most. other people knowing 
anything-about—English--company law, I was 
much astonished during last autumn, to see 
that the shareholders of a local English com- 
pany were convened at a general meeting and 
asked to confirm the previous acts of their 
directors, because it was discovered that they 
might not have been duly qualified, and that, 
without any suspicion whatever that their acts 
were not perfectly “bona fide.” 

It is only necessary to refer to the law as 
above quoted, to see that such a proceeding 
was perfectly unnecessary and uncalled for. 

Soch questions nearly always turn on. the 
due deposit of a share qualification. ’ Now in 
all the Acts. forming: the law ot Limited 
Liability from 1862 to 1907, no such qualifica- 
tion is required, but if, as is.“usually -the case, 
it ig required, and rightly so, by the Articles 
of Association of any Company, it must be 
respected. But the Legislator who drew up 
the Act of 1862, wisely saw, that unless he 
made*some such provision as that contained in 
section 67 above referred to, the unfortunate 
shareholders .of Limited Companies, would 
never have been able to find out when anything 
connected with their business was’ definitely 
settled, and. their most importarit affairs 
might have-been, at any moment thrown into 
a state of chaos, on’ the. slightest grounds, bys 


the unscropulous holder ofa single share” 


Many of the provisions of the manifold Acts 
from 1862 to 1901 have been. hitherto. but 
little respected, becaise no very definite 
penilty was attached to their observance, but 
now we have the Act of the 28th Angust 1907 
which improves and) very clearly defines, a 
large number of penalties, hitherto unheard of. 
It is true that its penal clauses do not. come 
into force until the Ist of July 1908, so that 
we are still given some time to put our house 
in order, and those who. are wise will not 
neglect to do so before that date.
